T h e fire was discov ered at ab o u t 
9 :1 5 w h e n th e entire a tt ic of th e old 
b u ilding wras ablaze. T h e fire de p a r t ­ 
m e nt w as at a dis a dv a nta g e from th e 
first be cau se of th e sm a llne ss of th e 
attic a nd th e ir inability to get 
be­ 
ne a th th e roof. 


Chemical» Do Good Work 
H o w e v e r, th e fire figh ters finally 
forced an ope ning and soon h ad th e 
blaze u nde r control. T h e ch emicals 
w e re used most a dv anta g e o u s ly but 
a g r e a t deal of w ate r 
was th row n 
o nto th e blaze, and as a re su lt th e 
old b u ilding was flooded. 
Sev era l sch ool rooms, th e S is te rs’ 
do rito rie s and th e ch apel were th e 
r o o m s wh ich suffered most from th e 
w ater, nearly * all 
th e Sisters' c lo t h ­ 
ing a nd effects being so aked 
with 
dirty w a te r and daaged by smoke.
